hint* on garden feature* w»U be worth 
thinking over. 

It is • good idea to have all the al¬ 
terations and improvement* made a* 
early a* poaalble. and in this climate it ] 
1* possible to do a great deal of the 
work during January and February 
and tbits leave the busy Spring months 
free for the usual garden "chores." 

It L* not always an ea*v matter to 
carry out one’* ideas of garden design 
by reason of the situation, but It ts 
often the cone that a garden made in 
what would be called an unlikely situa¬ 
tion prove* to be Ju*t as Interesting 
and as beautiful as a garden made 
where all natural advantages are pres¬ 
ent It la a matter of imagination 
and vision, to a great extent, together 
with an aptitude for using the e*l*t- 
ing feature* and blending them Into 
the complete design. 

It la well to try to design a garden 
so that the house and the garden be¬ 
come jane unit. ThispartlotUarty) 
Important In the immediate vicinity! 
of the house, but when one gets fur¬ 
ther away, more latitude may be taken, 
and one may Introduce more natural¬ 
istic planting 
TOO MANY FEATI REA 

Many garden*, particularly \he smal¬ 
ler cnM. are spoiled by introducing f 
tod many feature*. It is impossible to 
have a great many features In a small 
garden. One or two will be quite ^ 
enough. It 1* not good practice to 
introduce a feature unless there la a i 
reason for it* presence. A garden 
ornament, a trellis or a aeat. should 
not be introduced unless tts use can be 
made evident. They should, so to speak, 
become part of the garden and fit Into 
the design in the same way as the 
plant*. 

There seems to be s tendency to over- . 
do"the use of the pergola In gardens at 
present. } 

The placing or pergola 1» n 
tricky part of landscape work It must 
be remembered that a pergola was first 
intended to'create-- shade In this part 
of the world that 1* not often neces¬ 
sary Therefore, the pergola should 
be n> designed, built and planted that j 
a considerable amount of MB may 
penetrate to the path beneath. Again, 
the pergola should lead somewhere or ' 
it should dlvl.de one part or the garden 1 
from another A pergola tha? leads 
nowhere or which does not art as s 
dividing line is useless and. therefore. . 
should not exl*t Further, a, pergola 
should he so placed as not to shut nut ; 
any vtata Better be without the per- ; 
gola than shut out a good view with 
cne. 

PERGOLA CONSTRUCTION 

Then aa to the construction of n | 
pergola. It should be built of strong 
timber It should be at least eight ! 
and a half feet high, ao that one will i 
, not have to stoop to avoid down-ftmif- | 
ing branches, and It should be aa wide 
a r. possible no as to allow of easy 
walking underneath. 

Water In a garden la always charm- 
1 ing.' but don’t go In for even a small 


water garden unlean you ran do It 
properly A small formal pool with a 
water Illy of two Is a very rhormlng 
feature If it Is properly constructed 
and planted. If one can make a small 
sunken garden, a pool of this kind in 
the centre will be very attractive if It 
is surrounded by a lawn. If the garden 
design is less formal, a naturalistic 
pool may be attempted, but this is 
somewhat more difficult to do well, as 
are all designs which attempt to follow 
nature. 

USE OF ROCKERY 

A rockery may be made anywhere, 
but If one haa a sloping bsnk. perhaps 
one that hss been planted a* a lawn, 
and which ha* proved very difficult to 
keep in order, one will find that by 
changing this into a rockery bank one 
will kill two birds with one stone The 
difficulty of keeping the sloping batik 
of grass will be done sway with, and a 
' very Interesting feature will have been 
added to the garden 

Many people seem to think that a 
rockery is a very difficult thing to 
make and keep In order The fact la 
that It is quite the reverse Of course, 
one who Is making hla first rockery 
must not attempt to grow the more 
difficult of the high Alpines, but there 
nre so many subjects which are in 
themselves very beautiful and which 
anyone who can grow good perennials 
may attempt with every hope of suc- 

The construction and building of a 
tockefy has been apoken of from time 
i tr» time In these article*. Now that ao 
many people have gone in for thu very 
1 delightful form of gardening, one need 
only have a talk With some of one’s 
friends who have already attempted It 
to get a great deal of very valuable In¬ 
formation on the point* necessary

CANADA’S FUTURE 


I17HAI POSITION WILL CANADA 

* ^ occupy among the nations of the world surty 
years from now? The question is prompted by 
some remarks in an interview Lord Melchett gave 
to the press of Great Britain after his i«st visit to 
this country. He said in part: v_ 

Industrially. Canada la forging ahead with a 
rapidity unsurpassed in history Speaking gen¬ 
erally. I know of no field of enterprise so rich and 
promising, from both the industrial and the set¬ 
tlement points of view. Sixty years of Confedera¬ 
tion have made Canada great. What another sixty 
years will achieve simply beggars description 

The truth of this should be apparent to all Can¬ 
adians. Even by the middle of the century those 
who will be able to compare conditions then with 
conditions at the present time will have ample cause 
for pride in the achievements of their country. W’e 
who are living to-day can only speculate upon what 
our cities and rural communities will look like in 
1950, much less in I960. As Lord Melchett says, 
we already aie forging ahead with a rapidity un¬ 
surpassed in history, and we have Nature to thank 
for giving us plenty of room for expansion, a vast 
storehouse of materials from which we may draw 
for practically all our purposes. 

We are reminded by The Toronto Star, how¬ 
ever, that some of our own people do not seem to 
be at all impressed by the significance of this and 
its bearing~ upon our political development. Our 
contemporary, enjoying the largest circulation of any 
daily newspaper in Canada, always- li tQ be de¬ 
pended upon for its staun^H CTnadtinism. and in 
this particular instance it very properly chides those 
Canadians who still would prefer to be on leading 
strings. We read: 

The leading statesmen In Britain tre not only 
willing, but anxious, to see Canada attain a new 
status within the Empire and facing the outer 
world—a sound and satisfactory status that will 
endure no matter how great may be the growth 
and expanalon of the Dominion In the next half 
cinlury At thrMast Imperial Conference the as¬ 
sembled representatives of Britain and the do¬ 
minions drew.up a formula to express the new order 
of things, giving recognition to a state of affairs 
already to a large extent existing, and to be per¬ 
fected as necessity arose or as inclination evinced 
Itself There waa declared to exist a group or British 
nations each equal to the others, none Inferior to 
any. all dwelling together in unity under the Crown ' 
and with a common allegiance. It la a conception 
of things which, well established In the youth of 
the new natlona would endure The colonial status 
or ahjr status half colonial could not endure and 
would be a complete misfit ere long 

With the exception, perhaps, of The' London 
Morning Post we do not suppose there is a daily 
newspaper in Great Britain, as the Toronto paper

By Queen Victoria January 
12. 1858 

Seventy years ago to-day Royal Let¬ 
ters Patent were Issued under the seal 
of Queen Victoria, "founding and con¬ 
stituting the Bishopric of British 
Columbia and naming and appoint¬ 
ing the Rev George Hills. DD. the

The document reads as follows: 
“Victoria By The Orace of Ood of 
the United Kingdom of Orest Britain 
and Ireland. Queen. Defender of the 
Faith: To all to whom these present* 
shall come: Greeting "

pline of the United Church ol England 
and Ireland and professed and ob¬ 
served by many of our loving sub¬ 
jects resident within Our Colonies 
dr Territories of British Columbia and 
Vancouver's Island respectively as each 
of the same Is at present established:

Cathedral Church. 

"And for the better accomplishment 
of the purposes aforesaid. We do

one or more Dignitaries in his Cathe¬ 
dral Church, and also one or more 
Archdeaconries within the said Dio¬ 
cese. and may eoilste fH and proper 
persons to be dignitaries of the Cathe¬ 
dral Church and one or more fit and 
proper person s to be the Archdeacons 
or the sold Archdeaconries respect¬ 
ively: Provided Always that such Dig¬ 
nitaries and Archdeacons shall exer¬

TEMPLE OF Lt'XOR. EGYPT 


Not far from ths Valley of ths Kings 
and the tomb of Tut-Ank-Amen, Just 
aqfoes ths Nile and some 300 miles 
south of modern Cairo, are the ancient 
cltls* of Thebes. Luxur. Kamak and 
lbs (aland of Phlltte Cities they are 
yet. but cities of the dead, for of the 
many thousands who inhabited them 
twenty-five centuries sgo only their 
ghosts snd thslr memories survive snd 
still linger lovingly and eternally amid 
the scenes of former be%uty and gran¬ 
deur For beauty and grandeur etlll 
exist here on the Nile though tbs 
hand# that wrought them have been 
stilled in darkened tombs for thou¬ 
sands of year* 

Tbe Egyptian temples have survived 
as thslr builders Intended they should 
survive: and even though many of 
them are partially In ruins, their mag¬ 
nitude and the sheer beauty of their 
forms and colored oolumns delight the 
modern traveler and give him a vivid 
picture of ths cities that used to be 
And hers in the region of Luxur. Kar- 


n>k and Phllae he sees them at their 
t)est and In greatest number* 

The temple of Luxur Is one of the 
finest of these mighty structures of 
ancient Thebes_ and is of enormous 
dimensions, measuring 900 fast from 
back to front The columns surround¬ 
ing the open court shown above are 
characteristically Egyptian Each 
column Is meant to suggest s cluster 
of papyrus buds, the shaft being the 
stems snd the capital the buds, while 
ths plain broad surface below is ths 
band of linen holding the cluster to¬ 
gether The larger columns to the 
left, forming ths nave of an unfinished 
hall, are of the open flower type, the 
capital showing the open bell of the 
lotus blossom These columns were 
pointed in the natural colors of ths 
flower* represented and the effect of 
these vivid colors under the in tens# 
blue of an Egyptian sky can easily be 
imngihed- 

This port of the great temple was

may at one time have been the 
<tfeek coal of a little ammal running about a pen 
on Vancouver Island. For the silver fox in* 
dustry is now gaining rapid headway in this 
part of the Dominion and the furs of Island 
foxes go to many world markets. 

Worth from $40 to $100 per pound alive, 
and from about $50 to $60 per ounce dead - 
that is. their pelts—these cute-looking animals 
have a place in the social life of the modern 
world which cannot be denied. And Pacific 
Coast silver foxes are second to none. 

It-.is the initial cost, not the upkeep, which 
makes silver foxes valuable, it- seems. At least, 
according to N. A. Moore, proprietor with 
D. M. McDonald of the Gilt Edge Silver Fox 
Company of Saanich, it costs about $15 to 
raise a fox pup to the age of maturity, that is. 
to the age of eight months. Tt is then ready for 
the market. But, again, good breeding foxes 
are worth from $700 to $1,500 apiece if 
tl^jf. pedigree is up to scratch. Ancestors are 
worth while having sometimes. * 


LOSE VICIOUSNESS 


One of the noticeable facts about the group- 
mg .of foxH hi exercising pent, according to Mr. 
Moore, is ill .it there has been a marked in¬ 
crease in the sociability of the animals. At the 
Gilt Edge Farm they have had between twenty 
and twenty-five loses running together in one 
pen. from June until December, last year, and 
there were no bad fights or accidents. Their 
native viciousness has been practically ehmio- 
ated. 

In this connection it u interesting to note 
that foxes may soon be included a, domesticated 
animals in the game laws of this Province 
Ihey are so regarded several other province, 
of Canada, and fox breeders recently formed a 
delegation to interview the Government on thia 
matter and received a favorable hcarim. 


ENJOY BRIEF LIFE

One Rreal handicap which fox farming here 
has faced has been the need of bringing the 
animals from Eastern Canada. ^Jbe change m 
climatic conditions affects them to a consider¬ 
able extent the first year and.

Ihe pelt of the registered 
animal is naturally more valuable than that of 
the one not passing register. 

When the fox is fully matured, it usually 
measures between forty-five and fifty inches 
from she nose to the lip of the tail. Weighing 
Irons fourteep lo eighteen pounds and worth 
between $700 and $1,500 if it ts of good 
breeding stock, it can thus be valued at over 
$50 a pound. 


The most humane way of killing the animals 
is said to lie that used extensively by Island 
farmers. A quick, sudden pressure upon the 
heart with the fool immediately renders the 
animal unconscious and within two minutes 
death occurs. 


The process of raising a silver lox fiom 
a pup. its arrival at maturity, care of pelting, 
then its killing and the subsequent (tale of its 
fur, form an interesting sidelight on the progress 
of the industry in British Columbia. 

Like playful kittens, and very much similar 
in appearance, the liewly-bom pup weighs some¬ 
thing like three ounces. Seeing the first light 
of day in a big. bare box — its mother won’t 
hxve any straw or bedding in the nest—it must 
be nursed lor about six weeks. 

When the fox pup is from six and one-half 
lo seven and one-half months old. it must go 
through a rigid and exacting test by a Dominion 
Government inspector, who then decides whether 
or not it shall be properly registered

PELT REMOV AL 


If one has an ambition lo make money oui 
of silver foxes It if not necessary to dress up 
in old clothes, bqy a raach and erect pent. 
In fact, one doesn't have to do more than pro¬ 
vide the money for the breeding animals at tha 
outset, pay a little for their keep and reap 'the 
profits on the pells. It is a hobby—or rather 
an investment—of a number of citizens.

After it has been taken off and surplus fat 
removed, the (sell is stietched over a board, in¬ 
side out. and is lelt lo dry for a few days.

Sir Frank Dyson, the astronomer-royal, has ex¬ 
plained the significance of the great new tele¬ 
scope which, astronomers expect, will bring 600- 
000.000 new stars within range of their cameras 
and exceed by five or ten times the power of 
the present largest telescope in the world—the 
Hooker telescope at Mount Wilson, California. It 
is hoped to find a mountain top near Mount 
Wilson for the site of tne new telescope, which 
will have a reflector of 900 inches in diameter. r 
or double the diameter of the Hooker telescope 

“The advice of expert* all over the Aorld 
has beeu placed at the disposal of my friend. 
Dr George Ellery Hale, a former director of the 
Mount Wilson Observatory, who U chairman of 
the council which will direct the work of erect¬ 
ing the telescope." said 8Ir Frank "Some Idea 
of what may be expected of the new telescope 
may be grasped from the fact that with the 
Hooker telescope Mr Hubble, the astronomer, 
was able to ascertain that the Nebula of Andro- 
meds. the light of which takes 1 . 000.000 years 
to reach the earth, was a system of stars, similar 


In many ways to the Milky Way—In fact, another 
Island universe. He was sble to measure the 
diameter of certain atafa that were previously 
out of range. This will be the first attempt to 
use fused quarts in making large telescope re¬ 
flectors. The use of quarts Is a.great advantage, 
because It is unaffected by changes of tempera¬ 
ture such as affect the usefulness of glass and 
other materials. It will be necessary to use a 
block of fused quarts weighing thirty tons"

quartz required A piece only one foot In diameter 
is ail that has been obtained so far Light from 
the most distant nebulae that can be seen with 
the Hooker telescope takes 142.000.000 years to 
reach the earth The new telescope will enable 
us to penetrate still further Into space." Tba-. 
International Education Board, founded by John 
P Rockefeller Jr., which la providing the funds 
for the erection of the new telescope, recently 
offered a: 700,000 to Cambridge Unlveraity for Cite 
University Library and for development in agri¬ 
culture. biology and physics. 

THE FROBLKM OF LONDON ft HMOKE 

Dr. J 8 Owens, lecturing at Unlveraity Col¬ 
lege. London, on smoke pollution, said m the 
United Kingdom, from domestic fires alone 
2.600.000 tons of soot. 600.000 tons of tar and 
3.000,6d0 to 4.000.000 tons of sulphuric sold were 
sent Into the air While Industrial furnaces made 
soot to about one-ha If per cent, domestic fires gave 
off about five per cent of the, weight of coal 
burned About 200.000.000 tons of coal, of which 
36.000.000 to 40.000.000 were utilised for domestic 
purposes, were burned yearly In the United King-- 
dom. During fine weather a cubic ceuttmetre of 
London air contained 2.000 particles of matter 
isulphuric acid, carbon dioxide, aoot, etc*, and. 
iu dense smoke fogs, anything- up to 100.000 
particles ’• 


The reliance placed by public health experts 
on the wind to clear cities of smoke was not 
always Justified, for when the wind fell to about 
two miles an hour, or cold weather led to more 
and bigger fires, a smoke fdg. with all Its Im¬ 
purities. generally formed. Speaking of the highly 
poisonous nature of the carbon monoxide in 
motor car exhaust. Dr. Owens said a private motor 
. car mad# sixty cubic feet of carbon monoxide 
’ an hour and four cubic feet a mile, and a lorry 
160 cubic feet an hour and fifteen cubic feet a 
mile, The percentage of this gas in the atmos¬ 
phere became dangerous when ventilation failed 
in garages, sometimes in tunnels, and possibly 
in street* under special conditions. Cases had 
occurred in the Blackwall Tunnel, and In a tunnel 
in Pittsburg, where motor care, with their engines 
running, were held up for some time, with the 
result that the drivers were overcome by carbon 
monoxide. It was not possible to say what degree 
of Importance should be attached to this ques¬ 
tion of the clanger of the motor car exhaust to 
the health of the public, but the matter would 
have to be watched. 

HEARTH FOR HMOKELRR8 TEEL 

An important step for the manufacture of 
smokeless fuel in London has Just been taken. 
An agreement has been concluded between the 
South Metropolitan Gas Company and Low Tem¬ 
perature Carbonization Limited, under which the 
gas company will undertake the manufacture, 
under license, of smokeless fuel by ' the Parker 
system of low temperature carbonisation. The 
process the gas company has decided to instal 
Is that evolved but oV the pioneer British low 
temperature system invented exclusively by the 
late Thomas Parker The South Metropolitan Gas 
Company. It la stated, will thus become the first 
gas company In Great Britain to pot into opera¬ 


tion a commercially-tried British process of low 
temperature carbonization. Hitherto the gas in¬ 
dustry in this country has employed the high 
temperature method, by which, after gaa. tar and 
other elements are extracted frbm the coal, gas 
coke la left as the residual fuel. The Parker 
low temperature method produces from email 
coal a smokeless fuel of high radiant efficiency, 
suitable for ordinary household grates, in addi¬ 
tion to valuable by-producta such as crude coal 
oil, motor spirit and rich gaa. At the West 
Greenwich works of the 8outh Metropolitan Gaa 
Company will be forthwith erected a plaht capable 
of distilling .over 2.000 tons of coal per week 
by the Parker process. These works are eqqlpped 
with deep water wharfage and coal-handling plant, 
thus providing facilities for dealing with cheap, 
water-borne coal, and will, therefore, bring low 
temperature fuel within cartage distance of a 
large number of residents In 8outh London 

AN IN BREAM ASMS-GLAM 


A new industry with very wide, Lf not revo¬ 
lutionizing. possibilities, is to come Into being 
as the result of researches and experiments at 
Liverpool University - U concerns a remarkable 
departure in glass making, and one of its ap¬ 
plications promises to convert the highly bene¬ 
ficial "ultra-violet" window from an expensive 
luxury to a cheap though Invaluable common¬ 
place. , 

Professor E C. Baly Grant professor of. in¬ 
organic chemistry, and his elder? sen. Edward J 
Baly. have bad the work In hand on behalf of 
a Nottingham firm which some time ago took 
over the control of a Vienna undertaking which 
.specialized In the manufacture of an unbreakable 
substance of the consistency of opaque glass, The 
inventor of this Is a Dr Fritz Poliak, and since 
the taking over-of the Austrian enterprise by the 


Nottingham firm and the consequent extension 
of research work, the quality of the product has 
been greatly enhanced. The substance .known on 
the Continent as “Plaas" (the initial letter is s 
compliment to Dr. Poliak). Is a combination of 
formalin and urea, and these, heated lb a certain 
way #lth acid, produce a thick syrup, which, 
when hardened, becomes, to all appearance*. glass. 
It may be moulded to any shape, or. before com- . 
plelely fixed, may be cut. or even turned like 
a piece of wood By another process. In which 
the plaas Is reduced to a powder and then pressed 
hydraulically. It becomes opaque, and may be 
given any desired color. In either form It has 
the advantage of being unbreakable and non- 
inflammable »

Flu’s March Swift; 
Complications Severe 

By DR. MORRIK FIMIKEIN 

Infectious diseases have what 1£ 
called an incubation period, represent¬ 
ing the time between the'arrival of tha 
germ in the body and the beginning of 
the symptoms. For influenza this ap¬ 
pears to be very short; namely, be¬ 
tween twenty-four and forty-eight 
hours. 

The onset of the disease Is suddeh. 
Extreme sore throat Is unusual. Tha 
patient usually goes to bed promptly 
with symptoms of chilli and fever. 

Sometimes there Is nosebleed, and 
not infrequently rapidity of the pulse. 
By the second to the fourth day tha 
disease has become quite severe and 
■thereafter. If the patient Is tending to¬ 
ward recovery. I* lessen* in It* severity. 
PAINS AND WEAKNESS 
There are usually pains In the 
muscles, great weakness. ^ headache, 
alight cough, sometimes severe back¬ 
ache In some cases also the bowels 
may be involved.

Thera la some evidence that 
a little Immunity I* acquired imme¬ 
diately after an attack and that thlf* 
persist* for several months but. ap¬ 
parently not much longer. 

Compared with the amount of im¬ 
munity produced in human beings 
against such disease* as smallpox, ty¬ 
phoid fever, or ecarlet fever after a 
single attack, the Immunity conferred 
by influenza Is negligible.

And so the three personalities 
chanced to converge—Astor thought of 
Boldt when he determined to build a 
hotel: Oscar thought of bis "big 
chance" as he passed the gaping hole 
on Fifth Avenue, and Boldt thought 
of a maltre d'hotel for the new place 
be would manage.

A SILVER morning again! Roofs white 
with frost, dead leaves edged and pat¬ 
terned with Ice-crystals, blades of Ice 
running out Into wayside pools. Already 
the sun Is st work, but there are soft 
clouds, warm-tinted, purple-ahadowed. coming up 
over the blue of the sky to intercept the rays. 
As the train pulla Into Cliffside. white mist lies 
along the valley of Shawnigan Lake; not a thick, 
unbroken blanket, but a handful of fairy gossamer 
or an erratic nebula At the little mill the saw¬ 
dust mound Is reddened by the melting frost. 
The air Is full of the tinkling of streamlets 
The ground is slightly frozen and give*, to the 
foot treading the particles of ice underneath, a 
faint crackling as of distant toast. 

A path leads up from the railway and issues 
in a small skidway This track, worn by the 
logs, Is being converted into a mountain stream 
Already the water has cut through the broad 
base of soil and formed a gutter of Us own. 

wn which it comes with noisy twittering, for

A BIT OF MALAHAT RIDGE 

But where am I going this frosty morning? 
The .traveler’s attention Is generally directed to 
the lake below. I know that has been so with 
me In the past. Borne clearing off on the east 
tide of the railway must. I feel sure, have taken 
place, for Bald Mountain never made any lm- 
presalon on my mind until last Saturday, and 
with Its proportions snd situation It /wem* im¬ 
possible that It could have been missed If the 
view of It from Cliffside bad been as unre¬ 
stricted as It Is now Bald Mountain forms the 
northeasterly extension of the Malahat Ridge, 
the bold snd rugged block lying between 8hawnt- 
*an Lake and Saanich Inlet. At the southeast 
It rises to nearly 3.000 feet In Mount Jeffery, 
whose lofty precipices are a nqtable feature of 
the west shore of Saanich Arm above Bambecton 
Northwest of Jeffery l* Mount Wood, whose crowns 
ittalna ’the 3,000 mark. Than there Intervenes 
i wide, elevated valley or depression, from which, 
it a height of 1,000 'feet, opposite valleys slope 
iwsy to the northeast snd the southwest, the 


former carrying a tributary of the MU 1st ream, the 
latter a mountain brook with a fall of nearly * 
thousand feet in a mile. Beyond and veering 
east from, the northeasterly trend of the other 
two lisa Bsld Mountain. . As' seen to-day it rises, 
like Mount Douglas as seen from Victoria, above 
the comparatively gentle slopes of glacial tilt about 
its base. While not strictly s monadnock. It has 
all the appearance of one in the landscape, so 
distant does Jt seem from the rest of the Mala¬ 
hat Ridge. To be s monadnock It would havg 
to rise above the old Tertiary plain: actually. Its 
summit Is s remnant of that plain, sad its present 
Isolation Is solely due to the cutting away of the 
old plain in the formation of the valley occupied 
by Shawnigan Lake and by the elevated valley 
between It and the rest of the Malahat Ridge We 
have to visualize the 8hawnlgan Lake. Ooldstream. 
Sooke Lake snd Highland districts as they were 
about midway In the Tertiary period, when. In¬ 
stead of the present bold, mountainous region, 
with Its valleys and lakes, the land surface had 
been reduced almost to a level, so that aloug 
the outer edge of the Island the general ap¬ 
pearance must have been something like that 
of the country south*of the 8ooke, Ooldstream 
snd Highland hills to-day. except that Mouut 
Douglas. Mount Wsrk and Mount Newton, ris¬ 
ing above the lowlands of Victoria and Saanich 
now. had no counterpart® In the okl Tertiary 
lowlands of thl® psrt^ular region, with the ex¬ 
ception of Empress. Healey and Survey Mountains, 
to the west beyond Sooke Lake. 

ACROSS THE DRIFT 

It was. then, to Bsld Mountain that I ad¬ 
dressed myself. Following Jhe akldway for a 
short distance. I turned off towards my goal and 
began my course across the. slops of drift ex¬ 
tending to the base It la an easy task, nothing 
more than a moderately steep uphill walk There 
Is little encumbrance of any kind The ground 
has been so thoroughly burnt over that vegeta¬ 
tion of shrubby character Is barely making" it¬ 
self evident. A few scattered old firs snd a 
multitude of vigorous young arbutus trees, with 
second -growth fir. offer no difficulties, as even 
the latter are far from covering the ground. A 
little light and dwarfed salal Is present, with 
Oregon grape. The soli, stones snd decaying wood 
are all largely overgrown with, a variety of lichens, 
so much so that a student of that department 
of botany would find himself abundantly sup¬ 
plied with material In a few square yard® of 
the terrain. The drift Is cut by dry valleys, as 
well s® water-conveying one®. The dry ones must 
have been made In the drift before it became 
clothed with the plant life afterwards destroyed 
by fire. Changes In the drainage system have, 
taken place since the day® wtym- ♦ere 

formed, largely in the nature of deeper cutting 
by the surviving stream® 

The drift steepens as It approaches the rock® 
snd blackened remain® of lupine become com¬ 
mon. In the Bummer the drift slopes are gay 


with these handsome, blue-flowered plant®, whose 
favorite home Is Just such open, dry hillsides. 
Ocean-spray spiraea Ls now frequent, with the 
prickly stems of the dwarf rose and the annoying 
trailers of the blackberry as companion®. It i® 
s stony ground, this drift, full of worn frag¬ 
ments of tha tough dlorlte rocks of tha district, 
and thus furnishing a well-drained soil such 
as Is beloved of the-arbutus snd the lupine snd 
many humbler plants of the heath and com¬ 
posite families. Near the mountain It ls over¬ 
lain by another material, s scree, or talus, of 
large, angular blocks from the rocks above, sad 
it is here that the spiraea and dwarf rose flourish 
exceedingly . 

CLIFF-DWELLING PLANT* 

There are cliff-dwellers among plants as among 
men. but while the human ones have probably 
betaken themselves to the walls of rock only for 
s protection from their enemies, and their homes 
have never been more than a passing phase or a 
temporary expedient. It has been otherwise with 
the plants. Where they have betaken them to 
the cliffs they have adapted themselves so 
thoroughly to their surroundings th at they h ave 
received the special Imprint* of the rocks, and. 
the world over, they present certain easily recog¬ 
nisable characteristics snd. In some esses, are as 
widespread as the environment they love. The 
crowberry. for example, is found from Alaska to 
Patagonia rising higher and higher In the moun¬ 
tains as the Equator Is approached, receding down¬ 
wards as It tends towards the Poles. A tiny little 
flower related cloeely to the potentillas of our 
meadows, snd Sometimes cl a ss e d with them, grow* 
an the Alps and the Himalayas, as well as on 
our own mountains on this Island and along the 
Coast. -Xt forms no small part of the low herbage 
on the Scottish mountains snd ls found further 
north In Scandinavia and Into the Arctic regions. 

-v 

The first notable plant on the cliffs of- Bsld 
Mountain, which now rise steeply above the drift 
and seres. Is the cliff brake Its dark brown 
stems snd thick fronds of olivaceous green spring 
from crevices in the rock, from the sheltered baas 
of fallen fragments and from the well-drained 
soil covering the angular debris on the slopes and 
in gulllsa It is one of the ferns marked by hav¬ 
ing two distinct kinds of fronds one barren, the 
other bearing oval groups of spore capsule The 
two. thus distinct in their functions. afe also 
• distinct in appearance, the fertile fronds hav¬ 
ing their segments of "leaflets" narrower than 


those of tha lnfertlla ones. The clumps are 
six to sight Inches high snd form one of the 
'most Interesting features of soma of our higher 
hills, where they may be almost said to take 
the place of heaths and heathers in the colors- 
tlou of their foliage.- The folded or Imbricated 
variety of the common "sword-fern" occurs aa 
usual, but Is not. so far os my observation goes, 
as plentiful, by any means, as the cliff brake 
on the side I ascended. The silver-back fern 
shows Its dark, polished stems snd triangular 
fronds, with their waxy undersides, but it, too. 
ls not so plentiful as on many lower hills. Tha 
reddish saxifrage ls plentiful and shows already 
the flower buds in the centre of Its rosette of 
shining leaves. The altitude here is shout 1.300 
feet, and tha rock faces ore broken by steep inter¬ 
spaces where the vegetation grows on the surface 
of debris from j^hova. 

At 1.400 feet.'or about 190 faet below the 
summit. I saw the parsley fern in' wet crevices. 
It ls rather like the cliff brake, but the two 
_ kinds of fronds are much more distinct in ap¬ 
pearance and the color ;. greener The parsley 
fern grows in moister places than the cliff brake, 
but both ferns are so partial to rock situations 
that the name of "rock brake" has been applied 
to each. From the abundance of clirr brake 
found growing in the open on screes and away 
from the cliffs, the conclusion ls arrived st that, 
as In many other names, "cliff brake" must not 
be taken too seriously Pellaea dense, the botani¬ 
cal name. is. on the whole, better. At this point 
of tha scramble I came across the klnnikinnik 
first, but I th.nk it must 'hsve been common be¬ 
low at one time till the fires swept It off‘ the 
drift slopes. 

FROM THE AIR 

There wee no climbing. In the strict sense 
of the word, to be done, since, precipitous as 
tbs .rock front of Bald Mountain looks. It is 
traversed by s large number of crevices with com¬ 
paratively easy slopes Soma of .them are nar¬ 
row. little more than’crocks, but others are wide 
belts extending diagonally across the fees of the 
mountalu for hundreds of feet These last mark 
the presence of shear Bones in the rock, where. 
In the course, of earth movements, the dlorlte 
gneiss rock has yielded snd been crushed and 
broken - until, for a width of several feet, the 
originally tough snd homogeneous material has 
become so shattered snd weak that It la easily 
the prey of Nature’s attacks upon the mountain¬ 


side. much more so than the unaffected rock on 
■*^ther hand. The shear zones, then, weather mors 
rapidly than the surrounding rock, snd so shallow, 
trough-like depressions are formed. In which 
broken rock from above la added to the results 
of the decomposition of the zone of weakness 
and soil accumulates. It thus comes to pass 
that the shear zones are easily identified by the 
pale yellow of the bunchy grasses growing in 
them. Looking at what remained of tha vege¬ 
tation. It seemed that there was a good deal of 
similarity between the plant life of the grassy 
tracts as well as of the cliffs on the mountain¬ 
side and that on the -westerly slopes of the hills 
on the east ald^ of Sooke River. 

By aneroid barometer the summit la 1.975 
feet above aea level. The mountain la very hum¬ 
mocky above. Douglas fir. lodgepole pine, arbutus 
snd manzanita are scattered about in clumps or 
single trees over this Irregular surface. The ef¬ 
fect of westerly winds is shown in the strong 
easterly direction of branch growth on the trees 
in exposed positions. 1 lunched on a lichen- 
covered ndge of rock from which one looked di¬ 
rectly down upon the drift slopes. The lake lay 
extended below and dotting its aides were white 
farmhouses and their offices Far away to the 
southeast the sunlight caught the hills above 
Sooke Lake, turning them to pale gold, while to 
the northeast a similar glory fell oh ^he far 
slopes of the Koksllah Valley In the still sir. 
unruffled by any trace of a breeze, the smoke 
of half s dozen sawmills rose and mingled with 
the mist. In the east the view was seriously 
Impeded by trees and by the thlckneaa of the 
atmosphere After lunch I decided to descend on 
the north fide, but before doing so I followed the 
edge of the summit snd dropped about a hundred 
feet below It. Here I wgjf fortunate lu obtaining 
a particularly fine view of the lake Before me 
were the steep upper portions of the drift, here 
rising higher about the mountain's flanks than 
In front, with a few jcgttered firm and bright 
green arbutuses, and on the left the sheer walla 
of stained rock. Away below lay extended the 
waters of the lake, looking for all the world 

_like a fringed ribbon of silver on a piece of blue- 

feleck velvet. The meeting-place of water and 
land was undefined, for the dark woods met their 
reflection snd each lost Itself in the other Over 
the wide expanse of blue and gray forest cover¬ 
ing the hills to their topmost rtdges faint in¬ 
equalities of mist lay. while at a height of but a 
few hundred feet dark snd ragged vapor seemed 
to be the cause of the broad band* of light and 
nhade thmwn by the sun upon the valley below 
Malahat Ridge. 


THE MO**Y NORTH 

Entering upon the northern slope, X found 
myyeif in condition* of life as different as those 
on the south west slope of Mount Finlkyson are 
from those on the north. The coolness, the pro¬ 
tection from the sun. were shown In the frost 
which still kept it* hand upon the mosses end 
lichens. Here the latter were composed of forest 
types rather than the stone-loving ones of tire 
other side, while the mosses were predominantly 
"companions of the woods." as. represented hr 
the fern-like hylocomlum. Ridges of rock. thlR 
woods, thickets of alder, alternated. Then cam; 
a hollow where the ground was strewn with great 
maple leaves, russet with moisture. Next a de¬ 
lightful spring pouring Its waters Into a small 
excavation In the soil, whence s narrow channel 
carried them downwards to a cistern, to be again'' 
taken by gleaming steel pipe to the Girls' School 
which has replaced the old Shawnigan Lake Ho¬ 
tel. I regained the railway a hundred yards or 
so south of the school snd. returning to Cliff- 
side, was able to see the sheared vblcanics and 
intrusive dlorltes exposed In. the cuttings. Here, 
as st intervals on the way down the north sidf.
